CURRENCY NUNOW LAW 


President Wilson to Name 


Federal Reserve Board 
of Seven—Will Select the 
Cities for Federal Re 
serve Banks.

Washington, Dec. 24.—With all the 


power of a law fresh from the pen of 
President Wilson behind them, Sec- 
retary McAdoo and Secretary Hous- 
ton today began working out details 
of the nation's new financial system. 
The two cabinet members acting as 
an organization committee will de- 
termine the 
important preliminary 


moves to the actual installation of 
the machinery that is to operate the 
federal reserves system. 


Although the law provides that two 


secretaries 
shall go on with the 


comptroller of the currency in the 
preliminary work of re-organization, 
the office of comptroller is vacant and 
it has been decided that the two sec- 
retaries constituting a majority of 
the committee may go ahead. Later 
the mass of federal reserve board of 
seven will be named by President 
Wilson. 


The secretary of the treasury and 


the new comptroller will be members 
of that body and the other five will 
be chosen from private life. If Pres- 
ident Wilson finally has made his 
selection for those five places it is 
not known in Washington. 


The first step to be taken by the 


secretaries will be the selection of 
cities where federal reserve banks, the 
backbone of the system, are to be lo- 
cated. The law provides for not less 
than eight and not more than twelve. 
The organization 
committee is em- 


powered to employ counsel and sum- 
mon witnesses and 
papers to go 


deeply in the location of the reserve 
reservoirs. 


Its decision is not subject to re- 


view except by the federal 
reserve 
board. 


It is possible that before the ques- 


tion of cities is decided the organi- 
zation committee will visit cities sug- 
gested and base its report on infor- 
mation gained at first hand. Cities 
that can hardly be kept off a tenta- 
tive list would include New York, 
Chicago, St. Louis. San Francisco and 
New Orleans, with Denver, Atlanta, 
and Seattle or Portland, Oregon, near 
the top. 


The organization committee is em- 


powered to prescribe regulations for 
membership in the system.

Washington, Dec. 24.—The gov- 


ernment's brief against the Midwest 
Oil company in a case involving 
large areas of petroleum land has 
been filed in the supreme court. The 
suit involves an order by President 
Tail withdrawing petroleum 
lands 


in Wyoming and California from en- 
try to reserve an adequate supply of 
fuel oil for the future 
use of the 
navy. 


The order also was designed to 


aid legislation to change the terms 
upon which petroleum deposits can 
be acquired by 
private 
interests. 


After the president's order was is- 
sued hundreds of acres of such land 
were entered on and claimed, and 
the value of the claims run far into 
the millions. 


In the present suit the 
govern- 


ment contends that the practice fol- 
lowed by Mr. Taft is of long stand- 
ing having been 
frequently recog- 


nized by congress as not inconsistent 
•with law and that the exercise of 
such authority was justified on con- 
stitutional grounds. 
The defendants 


declare that Mr. Taft's order is void.

Ailing 
was shot in the eye and lost con- 
sciousness. 
A physician who wa» 


called in could not tell whether the 
wound would prove fatal. Klimek 
will die, it was reported. 


The shooting occurred in AUing*s 


office in the presence of a number of 
clients and grew out of the prosecu- 
tion of Klimek for practicing medi- 
cine without license. 
The prosecu- 


tion was instituted by the state board 
of health, represented by Ailing and 
ijchwaba as counsel. 


Klimek was fined $200. Today he 


called on Ailing with reference to the 
case, asking that Ailing try to get the 
fine reduced as Klimefc said he was 
destitute and would have to serre out 
the fine in the workhouse. 


Ailing replied that he would rec- 


ommend that the fine be reduced to 
JlOO. 


-You don't need to do that," said 


Klimek, "because I have to go to 
jail iag£gafc-Lha.yenJ .got *100." 
Ailing was about to reply when 


Klimek drew his pistol and 
fired. 


Schwaba rushed 
forward 
but 
was 


stunned for a moment by a second bul- 
let which grazed his head. Klimeft 
then fired a bullet into his own left 
side. 


The shooting occurred so suddenly 


that several clients who were in the 
office had no time to interfere. 


Ailing recovered 
consciousness on 


the way to the hospital and surgeons 
there said he would live.

MINISTER WHO DEFIED 


DANISH PARLIAMENT 


DIES AT AGE OF 88

Copenhagen, Denmark, Dec. 24.— 


Jacob Broennum Scavenius Estrup, 
for many years the leading politician 
of Denmark, died here today. 
For 


nineteen years, from 1875 to 1894, 
he was premier and finance minister 
in the Danish cabinet. He was born 
on April 16, 1S25, and entered poli- 
tics in 1854 as a member of the low- 
er house. 


Estrup, together with the king of 


Denmark, defied parliament for many 
years when he demanded that the 
monarch should choose the ministers 
of state from among the represent* 
atives of the people. On many occa- 
sions Estrup dissolved the chambers 
when they 
refused 
to 
pass his 


budeets, and the finances of Den- 
mark were kept in order by means 
of provisional laws. 
During prac- 


tically the whole of his term of of- 
fice his majesty in parliament was 
against him.

Of this achievement in globe trotting 
a distance of more than 330.000 miles, 
or nearly orje-third of the journey, Is 
traveled in the United States. To ex- 
plain an apparent discrepancy it may
